Authorities today opened an inves- j 
tigation of the Sioux City nulk | 
pricp war which came to a sudden 
climax last night in a shooting 
affray in which four South Dakota 
farmers and one 
picket were 


wounded. 


The gun play occurred when 80 


pickarts stopped the aiilk truck of 
H. D. Markell of Elk Point, S. D., 
as he and his three sons werfe driv- 
ing the load of milk to be marketed 
here. Sheriff Collins of Elk Point 
and a deputy were convoying the 
truck when the picketers halted it 
near Stevens, S. D., just across the 
Sioux river. 


When Markell started to clear 


away the barricade of logs and 
poles thrown across the road the 
shooting began. 


OLDER MAN SERIOUS 


The elder Markell was shot in 


the abdomen and was brought to 
a hospital here in a serious condi- 
tion. Authorities were awaiting 
the outcome of his condition be- 
fore placing charges. 


Others wounded were the farm- 


er's two sons, Harry 32, and Keath, 
20, Nile Cochran, 39,-and an un- 
identified farmer who was carried 
from the scene by fellow-pickets, 
several other farmers were report- 
ed to have received treatment at 
Elk Point, S. D., for minor wounds.

xaent. Cochran'lf 'wounds "proved 
superficial however, and after em- 
ergency treatment'he was placed in 
jail to await outcome of MarkelTs 
injuries. 


Authorities blamed the shooting 


on a campaign started five weeks 
ago by organized milk producer to 
halt the delivery of milk by farm- 
ers to local daries, which have re- 
fused to sign the new price agree- 
ment.

Police said the shooting was not
